venience of the Horsemen.

line has to visit tin* track to thoronphly appre- 
eiale the iiiapnitnile of the work that has been ac- 
eoniplished in ti remarkably short stiace of time. 
The jiliit of proiiml chosen for the new course re- 
ipiireil a deal of pradinp. iind two big tills were 
iKH'essar.v. One on the tirst turn was thirl.v feet 
wide and tifleeii feet d«-ep, while the se<-ond and 
more serious und ’rtiikinp was on the far turn, where 
a spai'o of fifty feet wide and twenty feet de-eii had 
to Ik* linnipht up to prade. 

This lias all been eompleled. It was one of the 
first works that was undertaken in order that the 
till would have a ehaiiee to .settle pro|K*rl.v. Itefore 
the openiiip these sisits will be just as pissl as any 
of the other slretehes of the mile oval that is just 
about ready for the horses. 

In many ways the track res**mbles the Cravesend 
«*ourse of the Itrooklyn .loekey Club. The front 
stretch has a width of eighty fi*et. ample niora for 
.Hiiy field of horses that nia.v lie started ditrinp tlie 
miK'tinp. The turns are well laid out. Is-inp of 
generous width, with a pood sweep and slightly 
tuiJiked. 

In another department Mr. Pons lias lieen tliorongh, 
tind this is the staliling for the horses. .Vll of the 
stables ar<* const nicted with a wide shed for light 
exercises in bad weather. The barns are all con- 
structed along the most sanitary lines. 

In addition |o the ordinary stalks one of the 
show buildings of the groiimls is an immense stable 
that in some particulars resembles the old brick 
barn at the Fair Cvomids in N«*vv Orteiiii**. 't i-* 

iitieno II afl. r lliai laiuous old siruetnre iirohably 
more in its size than anything else*, for it Is -l.'si 
fis*t long and contains H>7 stalls. It lias amide 
drivewav through its center and affords every oppor- 
tunit.v for the Jogging of horses within its spacious 
walls. 

The grandstand, which is almost completed, will 
be one of the most cominiHiioiis and moilern in its 
iippolntnienls in the south. It is 1!70 feet long, 
with an additional forty feet llial will Ik* reserved 
for eohired patrons of the sport. TTie only work 
that remains to be done on this structure is the 
interior finishing and. as the roof is in place, no 
stress of weather can halt that lalsir. 

The paddo<-k is eipilpped with Iwenl.y stalls and 
is desigin'd along the same lines as that at Mon- 
erief l‘ark. Jacksonville. It has the secretary's 
otfice at one end. and it is probable that the weigh- 
ing will Ik* done there after each race, as was the 
system at the Floriiln track. 

For the accoinnnslalion of the horsemen who have 
already shipped to Charleston, .Mr. I’oiis constructed 
a large “ride" in the trai*k field, where it is isjs- 
silde to give tlw hors**s work. TTiis was made nec- 
essary for the reason that the track proper <*ould 
iioi be used while the work on its coustrnclion was 
going forward. This ‘*rlde" is kept harrowed and 
in first-class condition, and it is possible to safely 
work horses over it at a two-minuu* gait. 

Mr. Foils, ever since ground was broken for the 
new course*, has been almost continuonsly on the job. 
He Is on liaiul ■•ach morning at eight o'clock and 
lK*rsorially directs every branch of tin* work, riding 
Irom gang to gang of workmen on a saddle horse. 

lie has never had any doubt of his abllit.v to Ik* 
ready for the opening, but th<* setback that resnlli*d 
from the bad weather resulted in his advising the 
horemeii at Columbia and Norfolk to refrain from 
jildpping their horses until a few days before his 
Advertised o|K*ning. 

ft This iidvlci* was only for the reason that the 
^ll•ailling facilities would be ls*lter at tiolli of those 
tracks. There are stables enough now to ai-commo 
dale the hors«*s. but the work that is still to 1 m* done 
on the course itself prevents its lieing a snitafde 
training ground. 

<b*iieral .Manager I’ons figures on having all the 
filling and grading completed by Thursday next, 
which will leave tivi* days Fir the finishing toneh**s 
iiieinding the lop dressing of the track. The grand 
staud will be turned over to the painters in a day 
or two. The stand is roomy, with plenty of front- 
age f.ir a clear view of the running of the horses 
from any section. .\t present there are more than 
o5b horses on the ground and 4 <Mi are at Columtda 
awaiting word to eome here. Horsemen in Ken- 
tucky, at Norfolk, and at Henning are only awaiting 
news that stalls are available to start shipping. 

Those owners who are here are utilizing a tiig 
haif-mile ring in the center field for training op- 
erations. while the finished part of the main track, 
about s,*ven furlongs, is also a\'ail;ible to work over. 
It Is the general opinion that those hors«*s that have 
lM*en here for s.iuie time will not 1 m; far iM'hiiid in 

he'r preparation and will take their fair share of 
the purses during the early part of the meeting. 

The real invasion of racing folk lM*gan yesterday 
with the arrival of several trains from ('olumbia. 
where racing came to an end Satur*lay. 

The horses of K. F. Carman. William 11. Karrick 
and Frank .M. Ta.vlor are exp,*cted in a few ilays 
from Aikeii. S. C.. whi*re the.v have Im'Cii ipiartered 
since the close of the l.at'Uiia fall nii*<*ting. In 
Frank Taylor’s coiisignuient will Ik* the sensational 
W'liTh. which will rule an overwhelming favoriti* 
for the next Kentni-ky Herbj. The edt will b** 
given his preliminary training and his inaugural try- 
out In a race as a Ihrte .vear-old over this track. 

Frank Itrnen, assistant to John Hachineister at 
I.atoniH, has lM*en added to the iitfice force of tin* 
t harlesliMi Fair and Kacin-g Association. Mr. Hruen 
will servtv as the general aiiilitor and will have 
chargi* of the linanees of tlw* association.

The raeiiig of iPil was productive of the usual numlier of new .American records. Tlie records that | 
were rediK-ed during the year included those for three and a half furlongs, one mile and twenty yards, one 
mile and sixty yards, one mile and sevent.v ynrils. one mile and tliree-sixleeiiths and four miles. Hesides, 
the records for a halt inile, threi'-ipiarters of a mile and one tulle and a sixti'eiilh were eipialed. 

The new record for tliri*e and a half furlongs is lUi'-Sr. and was made hy 15. A. Trammell's C’ali.sse at 
Juarez. Jannary 17. The former record was 40, held jointly hy A. J. Small, Donau and Tlie Royal ITlnce 
and dating hack to January 30. 1000, at Santa Anita track. 

At Churchill Downs, OctolK*r 5, R. F. Carman’s Colonel Ashmeade made a new record of 1:30^ for one 
mile and twenty yards, which supplanted the record of 1:30%, made by J. II. Reed at the same course 
-May :50, 1010. 

The record for one mile and sixty yards was twice reduced during the year. .At Pimlico, Ma.v 4. August 
I’clmoiit’s Priscillian ran the distance in 1:43%. supplanting the record of 1:43% to the credit of Demurrer 
at Bcnniiig, Novemlier 12. liKrj. A few days later, at the same track, 'VN'atcrvale, also from the Belmont 
stable, further reduced the record for the distance to 1:42%. 

Ualcigh Colston’s Princess Callaway made a new record of 1:42 for one mile and sevent.v yards at Iji- 
toiiia, OetolK*r 27, wTiieh ix*dneed the former re<*<>rd by <Hie-tifth of a second. The record which was sup- 
planted had originall.v lieen made h.v Ituhbling Water at Oakland. NovenilK*r .”,0. 1010. and afterwards had 
!kk*ii equaled by Plate Glass at Fort Erie, July 4, Ittll, and again by lima at Lexington. Scptemlier 2:5. 
P.'ll. 

To 11. T. Wilson’s good rai*er, Olambala. fell tlie disUnetion of. redneiiig tlie record for one mile and 

lliree-sixteenths. He ran the distance in 1:.')7% at Fort Erie, .August 2. tliereliy lK*ttering the former record 

of l:ri7%. made h.v Seintillant II., at Harlem track, Chicago, St'ptcmlier 1. 1002. 

One of the most notable cases of record rediieing during the year tixik place at Churchill Downs. Octo- 

l*er 7. when .Mrs. Eugene Lutz’s Messenger Boy ran four miles in 7:14% in winning the Kentucky Endur- 
ance Stakes. The former record of 7:10 liiul iiecn made by Big Bow at Oakland. March 14, 1!)0.S. 

E. Gaylord’s .Amon, at Juarez. Februarj* 0. equaliKl tlie record of 4t»M-,. lield li.v Donau for a lialf mile. 
•At Hamilton, June 10, .August Belmont’s Priscillian equaled tlie record of 1:11 for tliree-qiiarters of a mile, 
lield jointly by Cliapiiltepee and Prince Ahm«*il, and on July ."i, at Fort Erie. August Belmont’s Trap Rock 
iqualcil (Jrctna Green’s record of 1:43-'!;-, for one mile and a sixteenth.

Tlie race was run exactly 
to her liking, as Roy Junior and Irish Gentleninii 
set a fast ihhk; for a mile. .Moleswortli rode the 
mare with rare judgment, not making undue use of 
luT siK.ed in tlie earl.v part of th«‘ ra(*e and iH.iiig 
miiteiit to remain in fourth place till well straight- 
ened away in the streteh. Then he called upon her 
and she passed into the le.ad with ease. 8he won 
with her ears pricking and never fully extended. 
Roy Junior, an added starter, fought out tlie Issue 
with Irislh Gi-iitleniaii to the last turn, where tho 
latter gave it up. .Arasee took third money. T3ie 
others were not dangerous at any part of tlie raev. 

The defeat of Doncaster was a sad blow to tlie 
talent. He was supposed to liavc the race in which 
iie started at his mercy, but Startler tiHik hi» 
measure with great ease.
